1 . ACDA DIRECTOR WARNKE CALLED IN UK EMBASSY MINISTER 
ROBINSON MAY 3 TO PRESENT US RESPONSE TO THE UK'S 
APRIL 7 PROPOSAL REGARDING THE UK ROLE IN THE SEPARATE 
VERIFICATION AGREEMENT (REFTEL). TEXT OF US RESPONSE 
SENT SEPTEL. 


2. WARNKE SUGGESTED THAT IF THE UK GOVERNMENT ACCEPTED 
OUR APPROACH, THE US AND UK CTB DELEGATIONS SHOULD 
JOINTLY PROPOSE IT TO THE SOVIETS. HE CAUTIONED, 

HOWEVER, THAT IF DIFFICULTIES AROSE THAT JEOPARDIZED 
PROSPECTS FOR ACHIEVING AN EFFECTIVE VERIFICATION 
AGREEMENT, THE US AND UK WOULD HAVE TO CONSIDER TOGETHER 
SECRET 
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HOW TO PROCEED. FOR EXAMPLE, A SOVIET PROPOSAL THAT 
THE BRITISH BE RESPONSIBLE (ALONG WITH THE US AND USSR) 
FOR ESTABLISHING INTERNAL SEISMIC INSTALLATIONS WOULD 
BE INCONSISTENT WITH THE BASIC CONCEPT UNDERLYING THE

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3. ROBINSON THANKED WARNKE FOR THE US RESPONSE. LONDON 

WOULD OF COURSE WISH TO STUDY THE PAPER CAREFULLY 
BUT, ON PRELIMINARY READING, IT LOOKED QUITE RESPONSIVE 
TO THE UK PROPOSALS. HE SAID THAT HE WOULD TRY TO GET 
A BRITISH REACTION TO THE US PAPER AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. VANCE

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2. WARNKE SUGGESTED THAT IF THE UK GOVERNMENT ACCEPTED 
OUR APPROACH, THE US AND UK CTB DELEGATIONS SHOULD 
JOINTLY PROPOSE IT TO THE SOVIETS. HE CAUTIONED, 

HOWEVER, THAT IF DIFFICULTIES AROSE THAT JEOPARDIZED
